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Promise of 
extra PCSOs 
slammed as 
‘policing on 
the cheap’

TRUMPETED plans by the new Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commissioner to boost 
Kent’s frontline police force by 100 
posts have been described as a “smoke 
screen” by critics. 

PCC Ann Barnes unveiled proposals 
this week to bring in 60 police commu¬ 
nity supporter officers (PCSOs), 20 po¬ 
lice constables and 18 custody attend¬ 
ants in June. 

While her statement was greeted 
with optimism, some questioned why so 
many were PCSO posts and condemned 
the word “boost”. 

Kent Police must reduce its head- 
count by 500 officers and 1,000 civilian 
staff over four years to save £50m. This 
latest plan would see the reductions 
drop to 480 and 962 respectively. 

And many question the real value 


of PCSOs, who while in uniform do not 
have the same levels of power as regular 
officers. Critics consider them ‘policing 
on the cheap’. 

Medway councillor and the defeated 
Tory candidate in the PCC race, Craig 
Mackinlay, called it a smoke screen. 

He said: “It’s trying to be sold as an 
increase, when it isn’t. This isn’t treat¬ 
ing the public with the respect they 
deserve. If it does stop the loss of some 
frontline policing in Kent then that is a 
good thing. 

“Prankly, I think this is just trimming 
the edges.” 

Mr Mackinlay said, had he been suc¬ 
cessful in his campaign for the PCC post, 
he would have looked to divert money 
towards police constable recruits, par¬ 
ticularly in the wake of the Government 
cut in the starting salary to £19,000. 

He added: “As much as I like PCSOs,

they haven’t got the full powers of a police consta¬ 
ble and they’re not as respected on the street.” 

PCC Mrs Barnes, however, said people in Kent 
had consistently told her they wanted greater 
police visibility and that this was answering to 
their needs. 

Mike Roberts, secretary of the Kent Police 
Federation, which represents rank-and-file offic¬ 
ers, said any additional police officer posts was 
“good news”. 

He admitted, however, that “in an ideal world” 
this would involve all the posts being for police 
constables and not PCSOs. 

“We support the additions by Ann Barnes to 
reduce the impact of the devastating cuts,” he 
said. 

“We would prefer, however, no PCSOs and 
perhaps 35 police constables, but we have to 
be realistic. Police constables have extensive 
powers and skills, and they are a bigger cost than 
PCSOs.” 

He added: “The public see a police officer and 
they know what they can do, what powers they 
have, but it is less clear what a PCSO can do.” 


Mrs Barnes said the proposal for 100 more 
posts equated to a £2.79 a year increase to the 
police precept on the average household council 
tax bill - some Spa week. 

She has launched a consultation asking the 
public whether or not they would be willing to 
pay that to fund the policing posts. 

She said: “We stand on the threshold of deliv¬ 
ering more than 100 posts for less than a ‘cop¬ 
per’ a day. I believe this move is so significant 
that it stands out as a national first. 

“This is the first investment for a number of years 
in visible policing, which is what people want.” 

Mrs Barnes said the community’s number one 
priority is greater police visibility. 

“For the last two years it’s been cuts, cuts, 
cuts,” she said. 

“This is actually investing in our police serv¬ 
ice. We’ll be boosting the number of officers we 
have on our streets; boosting visible policing. 

“It is a mix of PCSOs and PCs. 

“Police constables are often off having to do 
other things and dealing with other crimes and 
so PCSOs provide that visible policing in commu¬ 
nities. And while the new custody attendants

are dealing with offenders, the PCs can get back 
out on the streets.” 

Mrs Barnes, who stressed that Kent has one of 
the lowest council tax precepts in the country, 
said the PCSOs and PCs would be on the streets 
in June if plans are given the nod. 

Chief Constable Ian Learmonth welcomed the 
consultation. 

He said: “We deliver a first-class service, and 
these new roles will strengthen the frontline.”

Airline withdraws ‘tasteless’ 
advert lampooning Margate

BUDGET airline company easyjet has apologised 
and withdrawn a marketing campaign which 
poked fun at the seaside town of Margate. 

Fuming residents accused the company of be¬ 
ing “tasteless” with its advert which stated: “This 
year, end up in Malaga, not Margate”. 

Incensed councillors, traders and residents 
launched a Twitter campaign called Love Mar¬ 
gate, which began trending soon after. 

Just days later easyjet apologised and con¬ 
firmed it had withdrawn the advert. 

Councillor and Margate resident Will Scobie 
defended his home town. 


He said: “Margate is a fantastic town for peo¬ 
ple to visit. 

“We’ve just been named as one of the top 10 
places in the world to visit; we’ve got exciting lo¬ 
cal shops that you can’t find anywhere else; the 
new Turner Contemporary art gallery and an air 
show this summer, easyjet picked the wrong 
place to insult with their campaign.” 

The airline confirmed it had stopped running 
the advert. 

In a statement it said: “There was no intended 
criticism of the town but, of course, we apologise 
to any residents of Margate who have been of¬ 
fended by the campaign. 

“easyjet has taken the decision to cease run¬ 
ning the ads.”

Eor bosses at one of Kent’s most prestigious at¬ 
tractions are on the hunt for a happy-go-lucky 
person; someone who can tell jokes, turn cart¬ 
wheels, juggle and generally make a fool of 
themselves to get a giggle out of visitors. 

Yes, the jester is back. And so determined are 
staff at Leeds Castle to find the perfect candidate, 
they are asking that only happy people apply. 

The former royal palace near Maidstone is look¬ 
ing to reintroduce the historic tradition of 
the Tudor kings by appointing 
their own joker to entertain the 
masses this summer. 

Applicants must be able to 
chat with visitors, teach basic 
circus skills and perform tricks.

Chief executive of Leeds Castle,

A jester, or fool as they were also 
known, was a historical 
person employed to 
entertain a ruler in medieval 
times.

But when Charles i was 
overthrown in the civil war in the 
17th century the jester was never 
reinstated and became extinct.

KCC dips into reserves 
cuts put pressure on 150

MORE jobs look set to be axed 
at County Hall as council chiefs 
are forced to find an additional 
£34 million in the wake of cen¬ 
tral government cuts. 

It pushes the amount of sav¬ 
ings needed at Kent County 
Council for 2013/2014 up to 
£94m, instead of the anticipat¬ 
ed £60m gap set out in au¬ 
tumn’s draft plan. 

Leader Paul Carter said there 
could be as many as 150 extra 
job cuts later this year as he 
unveiled the budget proposals 
on Wednesday. 

Three years ago, KCC set out 
plans to save £340m over four 
years, which included some 
1,500 posts being scrapped. 
This is now closer to 1,600. 

Cllr Carter warned there 
could be more still to come, but 
said the council was working 
hard year-on-year to protect 
frontline services. 

Pressed on whether services 
would remain unscathed with 
less staff and the subsequent 
additional pressures on the re¬ 
maining workforce, he stressed 
that “innovative” measures 
were being taken. 

“The jobs will come out of 
back office staff and middle 
management,” he said. 

Cllr Carter said money kept 
in reserves as a fall-back was 
also being dipped into to help 
fill the spending gap. The draft 
budget had detailed plans to 
use £6m of this, but he said an

additional £3m is now needed, 
admitting it was a concern. 

But despite the huge savings 
needed, Cllr Carter has con¬ 
firmed a council tax freeze. 

“We are doing all we can to 
freeze council tax for the third 
successive year, despite mas¬ 
sive reductions in government 
grant allocation to fund local 
government services,” he said. 

“Year-on-year, we are show¬ 
ing how innovation and integ¬ 
rity - brought together by 
elected councillors and experi¬ 
enced staff - can give us ways 
to look after the bills and pro¬ 
tect services. 

“So we need to deal with our 
own circumstances with intel¬ 
ligence and common sense. In 
the spirit of that attitude, we 
have already worked hard to 
find more than £2 50m of sav¬ 
ings over three years. 

“Fm proud of what we have 
achieved and pleased we can 
continue to keep the burden on 
residents as low as possible.” 

The additional £34m sav¬ 
ings revealed in the proposed 


budget was due to a cut in 
grants from central Govern¬ 
ment amounting to 9.5 per 
cent - £ 13m short of the reduc¬ 
tion estimated by KCC. 

Finance cabinet member 
John Simmonds said there 
could be even more changes 
made by the Government. He 
stressed that some £2 50m had 
already been saved of the 
£340m savings needed over 
the four years and that they 
were on target. But he admit¬ 
ted times were tough. 

“We are having to do a lot of 
things differently and this has 
meant staff have had to work a 
lot harder,” he said. 

Adult social care is being hit 
hard with a five per cent cut, 
amounting to £18m, and re¬ 
ductions in staffing costs will 
amount to £llm. Children’s 
services also look set to see a 
big chunk of its funding cut. 

Medway Council will publish 
its budget proposals at the be¬ 
ginning of February. It will go 
to cabinet on February 12 and 
to full council later that month. 


Children’s services show first 
steps towards improvement 


VULNERABLE children are being better 
cared for following a major overhaul of chil¬ 
dren's safeguarding services by Kent County 
Council, according to Ofsted inspectors. 

County Hall chiefs said there had been a 
"massive effort" by staff and members and 
significant investment - amounting to around 
£20 million - to turn things around following 
a damning Ofsted report in 2010. 

It had found KCC's child protection 
"inadequate" and in the worst cases, children 
had been left at significant risk of harm. 

Some 2,700 vulnerable children were found 
to be without a social worker. 

But the latest report following an unan¬ 
nounced inspection at the end of last year 
deemed safeguarding services "adequate", 
showing a great improvement. During the 
inspection, a random sample of around 200 
children found that none had been left at risk 
of, or suffering from, significant harm'. 

The report said the service was judged 
"adequate", meaning it was meeting the 
minimum requirements. 


Ofsted said: "Senior leaders within the 
council, supported by strong and well- 
informed political leadership, have delivered 
a significantly improved response at the point 
of referral to children's social care services. 

"In consequence, children who are at risk 
of harm are protected by effective initial 
screening and prompt subsequent action." 

But improvements are still needed, with 
weaknesses in planning for children in need, 
as well as getting the right help for those not 
at risk but needing extra help. 

They also said it was important to make 
sure social workers do not stop help for 
children too early and that managers need to 
get better at checking the quality of work 
done by staff and give them regular feedback 

Ofsted highlighted the high rate of children 
going back into the care system and needing 
repeat child protection plans. 

Cabinet member for specialist children's 
services, Jenny Whittle, said while the report 
recognised the work done to raise standards, 
KCC was only "part of the way along the road".

ANGER AT MORE CUTS 


Labour county councillor Leslie Christie 
called the job cuts "dreadful". 

"These are probably 150 low paid 
workers, probably part time," he said. 

"I can't believe KCC can say it's cutting 
1,600 jobs but not affecting frontline 
services. Yes, they're not cutting social 
workers, but they're cutting their support 
staff which means social workers will have 
to take on extra work, putting them under 
more pressure, impacting frontline services. 

"I would've started with talking to the 
Government to try and convince them there 
needed to be a more sensible way of 
tackling this rather than just slash and burn. 

"I would consult with the public on 
whether or not they would prefer to accept 
a small increase in the precept to help 
maintain important services, such as those 
for the elderly and children. 

"I think Paul Carter announcing that KCC 
is freezing council tax for a third year is a 
very populist thing to say. 

"If people would like to see a 5p a week 
increase and keep important services then 
they should be able to say so."

^ Roads cash boost 

COUNTY Flail chiefs have confirmed there will 
be a further £6.2 million of Government money 
invested into Kent's roads. 

The cash - £4m for the forthcoming financial 
year and £2.2m for 2014/15 - was announced by 
transport secretary Patrick McLoughlin as part 
of a nationwide road funding package. 

KCC's Bryan Sweetland said: "This is 
welcome funding that dovetails with the 
new approach to maintaining our roads." 

^Funding up for grabs 

BUSINESSES are being urged to bid for Govern¬ 
ment cash loans as a new round of the Regional 
Growth Fund opened this week. 

Business minister and Sevenoaks MR Michael 
Fallon encouraged firms to apply for some of the 
£350 million on offer while on a visit to Flythe. 

Mr Fallon said: "Jobs are being created, 
money is being invested and the fund is making 
a difference. This additional round will help keep 
the momentum going."

The village hall play that inspired 
an Oscar-nominated leading lady

WATCHING her mother on stage in 
an amateur production in a small 
village hall in Kent proved to be one 
of the major inspirations for Oscar- 
nominated actress Naomi Watts. 

The 44-year-old Hollywood star 
- up for an Academy Award for her 
role in Asian tsunami film The Im¬ 
possible - was born and raised in 
Shoreham, near Sevenoaks. 

Growing up, she went to the local 
school and even took part in pro¬ 
ductions staged by the amateur 
dramatic society. 

And she still has followers in the 
village - who say they are delighted 
at the success which has seen her 
take major roles in films including 
Peter Jackson’s King Kong, and 
David Lynch’s Mulholland Drive. 
She is also set to star as Princess Di¬ 
ana in a forthcoming bio-pic. 

Kate Britton is currently presi¬ 
dent of the Shoreham Players - a 
group to which the actress’ mother 
belonged and which organised her 
stage debut. 


FROM KENT TO HOLLYWOOD 


Naomi was born on September 28,1967. Her parents 
divorced when the future star was just four years old 
and mum Myfanwy Looked after her and brother Ben on 
her own. But the couple had a reconciliation before the 
tragic death of Naomi's father, Peter Watts, in 1976 of a 
suspected drug overdose. 

The remaining family members relocated to Angelsey 
before leaving for Australia when Naomi was 14-years- 
old. She started appearing in Australian TV shows 
before moving to the USA and getting her first film roles.

MP’s appeal for a law change to ensure 
criminals get the sentence they deserve

A TORY backbencher is calling for a 
change in the law which would allow 
prosecution teams more powers to chal¬ 
lenge “unduly lenient” sentences im¬ 
posed on criminals. 

Dartford MP Gareth Johnson argues 
that while defence teams can automati¬ 
cally appeal any sentence given to the 
offender that they feel has been too 
tough, the prosecution is not granted 
the same privilege. 

He says the current appeals process 
“inherently favours” the rights of the of¬ 
fender over the victim. 

Only in the most serious of cases, 
those heard in crown court, can the 
prosecution team appeal what they be¬ 
lieve is a too lenient sentence. 

This power does not stretch to some 
sexual offences or serious assault cases, 
public order matters, burglary or dan¬ 
gerous driving. It means a person con¬ 
victed of a serous assault could receive 
little more than a slap on the wrist, but 
the prosecution is unable to appeal for a 
harsher sentence. 

Mr Johnson, who is a lawyer, will 
present a 10-minute rule bill in the 


As an example, Gareth Johnson 
highlighted the case of a 17-year-old 
boy with Asperger's Syndrome, a 
type of autism, who was viciously 
beaten by three thugs. 

He was kicked, repeatedly 
punched, beaten with a tennis racket, 
scratched with sandpaper and his 
head stamped on. He was thrown 
down a hill, pelted with dog mess 
and forced to drink alcohol until he 
passed out. 

His attackers pleaded guilty to 
assault occasioning actual bodily 
harm and common assault. 


House of Commons on Tuesday, high¬ 
lighting the need to balance the system. 

“Under current UK criminal proce¬ 
dure, defence teams can appeal any 
sentence they feel has been too tough,” 
he said. “This ability is automatic against 
sentences given at the magistrates’ court 
or youth court or through leave of a 
judge against crown court sentences. 

“Conversely the prosecution cannot 
appeal at all against unduly lenient sen- 


But a judge, despite describing the 
attack as "grotesque", handed out 
community service orders and three- 
month curfews as 'an intensive 
alternative to custody'. 

A large number of requests were 
made for an appeal of what were 
believed to be "unduly lenient" 
sentences. 

But as the current system only 
applies to certain offences, and these 
particular offences did not fall within 
the scheme, they could not be 
referred to the Court of Appeal for 
review. 


fences where they are imposed in the 
magistrates’ court or youth court and 
only for a handful of offences when sen¬ 
tencing takes place in the crown court. 

“Currently, it is only the most serious 
of cases that can be appealed by the 
prosecution. This includes rape, murder 
and serious robbery. 

“In some cases the sentence can be 
substantially changed on appeal, fur¬ 
ther supporting the argument that this

right should be available to the prosecu¬ 
tion in far more cases.” 

He added: “It also allows courts to be 
as lenient as they like without redress, 
yet subject to appeal if they are robust. 
My bill is designed to balance the scales 
and ensure sentencing can be chal¬ 
lenged for both victims and offenders.” 

The 10-minute rule bill is one of the 
ways a backbench MP can introduce 
legislation.

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DOMESTIC ABUSE 

‘More should have been done’ to 
prevent murder of abused wife

THE police handling of the case which led to the 
brutal murder of beauty salon owner Natalie Es- 
ack, 35, is to be the subject of a review. 

Her estranged husband, Ivan Esack, 38, was 
on Monday sentenced to a life term behind bars 
- to serve a minimum of 28 years - after he was 
found guilty of her murder. 

He went to her salon last April in Ashford 
town centre and stabbed her in front of her col¬ 
leagues. She died from her injuries. 

Her death came after a prolonged period of 
abuse and death threats. 

Eollowing the sentencing, a woman’s group 
said action should have been taken earlier by po¬ 
lice and the handling of the case is to be the sub¬ 
ject of a multi-agency review, which will be 
made available in late Eebruary. 

Anne Lyttle, of the Rising Sun domestic vio¬ 
lence charity in Canterbury, said suggestions of 
a previous strangling attempt should have meant 
Mrs Esack was classified as at a higher risk. 

Eollowing a death after domestic abuse, au¬ 
thorities are obliged to undergo a ‘domestic 
homicide review’ in order to ensure lessons can 
be learned by all agencies involved. 

Sentencing Esack, Judge Charles Byers at 
Maidstone Crown Court said he had shown no 
remorse for his actions. 

He said: “You had previously made her life a 
misery, subjecting her to repeated physical and 
verbal abuse. And yet she never offered you any 
malice, not of any sort. You are a controlling 
man and the only way you could continue to 
control her life was to take it from her.” 

Esack’s trial at Maidstone Crown Court lasted 
four weeks. 

Police say that killer Esack had a long history 
of abuse and violence towards his wife. 

The stocky former police officer, who was at¬ 
tempting to forge a career as a football agent, of¬ 
ten menaced the life of the woman, who was just 
five feet one inch tall and weighed just over eight 
stone. At different times he threatened to kill her, 
her family, her dog and finally himself 

On one occasion he strangled her until she be¬ 
came unconscious - inside the hairdressing sa¬ 
lon in which she finally met her terrible death. 

But the victimised woman persistently refused 
to bring charges against her violent husband.

Natalie's family issued a 
statement after the court 
hearing: "We, as a family, 
are all totally devastated 
at the loss.

in charge of the murder investigation, code- 
named Operation Goblet. 

He said: “Natalie was a caring individual who 
didn’t want to do anything to him, even though 
she was suffering domestic abuse and violence.” 

Violent and remorseless Esack served as a Kent 
Police officer for seven years and his career was 
described as “completely unremarkable”. 

He left the force and set up as a football agent, 
claiming to know high-profile figures such as 
Rio Perdinand and Sir Alex Perguson. He did not 
have a single player on his books. 

Esack and Natalie married in 2006 and two 
years later set up Esack Hair Design on Ashford 
High Street. 

But the marriage deteriorated and in October 
2011 Natalie went to Ashford police station and 
complained of abusive text messages and calls - 
including threats to shoot her and her father. 

A month later, Esack voluntarily surrendered 
his legal shotgun and licence to police.

death, Natalie called police saying Esack was 
threatening to kill himself, but after a psychiatric 
assessment, he was allowed home. 

On March 13, Justin Khadaroo - Natalie’s 
new partner - dialled 999 and officers overheard 
her in the background saying “You aren’t al¬ 
lowed to come in - you tried to kill me”. 

Police attended, but she did not want to press 
charges or give a statement. However, as they 
investigated further, they learnt of the strangu¬ 
lation attempt. 

At one point, Esack told Natalie during a 
phone call that she was “walking dead”.

DAY OF THE STABBING 


■ On April 30, 2012, Natalie Esack and her 
colleague and friend Chelsea Ford had 
travelled to work together. 

■ Esack, meanwhile, called the salon and 
was told Natalie did not have an appointment 
until 10am. At 9.22am he went to Sainsbury's 
and bought a knife, as recorded by CCTV. 

■ Driving into the town centre and parking at 
County Square, Esack then walked to the 
salon, approaching from the rear via the path 
around the town church in order, say 
detectives, to confirm Natalie was present. 

■ After entering, he passed Ms Ford and 
went up to Natalie, stabbing her at least nine, 
possibly 11, times. The attack lasted around 
20 seconds and it is believed the first stab 
was to the throat, to silence her screams. 

■ Esack continued to stab his victim after 
she collapsed on the floor, such was the 
force of the thrusts that the knife blade was 
bent and the tip broken off. 

■ Ms Ford ran for help and paramedics 
arrived at 9.55am but were unable to save 
Natalie, who died from her injuries.

Agony of OAP selling her beloved family home 
to fund an ever-increasing bill for elderly care

LAST week KoS joined forces with Kent County 
Council in a bid to launch the Cap Our Care Costs 
campaign and pressure the Government into 
introducing fairer care funding for our elderly. 

Our aim is to draw attention to the plight of 
elderly people who are being left with no other 
option but to sell their homes to pay for care, and 
are urging KoS readers to sign a Government 
e-petition, launched by KCC leader Paul Carter, 
calling for the Coalition to implement the Dilnot 
recommendations by 2015 (see box-off). 

Just days after launching the campaign, the 
heartbreaking extent of the problem emerged, 
with readers coming forward to share their expe¬ 
riences in struggling to pay for care for their 
loved ones. 

Geoff Snooks, from Swanley, is one of those to 
tell us his story. 


THE Dilnot Commission, chaired by economist 
Andrew Dilnot, drew up recommendations 18 
months ago aimed at putting an end to what 
many believe is an unfair funding system. 

The two key proposals are: 

■ A funding cap at £35,000, after which 
the Government would pay for care. This 
means an individual would pay for their 
own care - possibly funded by an insurance 
policy taken out when they are still 
working - and once they have contributed 
£35,000 would be eligible for full state 
support. 

■ An increase in the means-tested support 
threshold from £23,250 to £100,000. 
Currently, anyone with assets worth more 


His 80-year-old mother suffers from rheuma¬ 
toid arthritis, osteoporosis and an impacted 
hip joint. She needs constant support and was 
admitted to a care home in Kent two years ago, 
costing more than £53,000 a year. 

The only option was to sell her beloved home. 

“My mother and father lived a very simple life; 
my father was a factory worker and it was very 
difficult for them to save to buy the house,” said 
Mr Snooks. 


than £23,250 has to bear the costs of their 
own care. Last year, more than 24,500 
people in the UK had to sell their homes to 
pay care bills. 

Prime Minister David Cameron and Lib 
Dem leader Nick Clegg pledged support to 
the Dilnot Report in the mid-term review, 
but have come under fire for the lack of detail 
in how they propose to take the reforms 
forward. 

Currently, elderly people are being left 
with no option but to sell their homes and 
use all their savings to pay for care. 

If the e-petition reaches 100,000 signa¬ 
tures, the Government will be forced to 
debate the matter in Parliament. 


“They never had a car; my father had a push 
bike. We never went on holiday. 

“The biggest hurt for my mother and father 
would be that the house they bought and paid 
for would be sold to pay for care and they would 
not be able to leave anything for their family.” 

Mr Snooks said the money his mother got for 
her house will run out in around four years. 

“We couldn’t get a place for my mother in any 
of the local authority-run care homes as there 


were no vacancies so she is in a private care 
home, which means we can’t get any assistance 
from the council. 

“At first, I had to finance the fees myself, but I 
couldn’t afford to be spending that Idnd of money. 

“We always knew we would have to sell my 
mother’s house and it sold quickly, but we had to 
accept about £20,000 less for it. 

“It went for £214,000 after costs were deduct¬ 
ed. This is being used to pay for her care, but this 
will only last four or so years and then we’ll have 
to approach the local authority for help. 

“Some of the costs may be picked up when her 
funds diminish below the current funding level 
of £23,500, but there will still be a big shortage. 

“And it also means she may have to move to 
another care home from the place she now calls 
home. Considerable care and effort was taken in 
finding my mother both the right kind of care 
and a home suitable for her needs and the care 
she receives is superb.” 

Mr Snooks has signed the Make Dilnot Happen 
by 2015 e-petition and urges others to do the 
same. 

“Paul Carter has my full support on this issue 
and I wish him every success in persuading 
Parliament to carefully and responsibly, consid¬ 
er this issue. I also urge KoS readers to sign the 
online petition. ”

THE big screen adaptation of Les Mis¬ 
erables shot straight to the top of the 
UK box office chart last weekend - 
banking more than £8 million. 

It then secued three Golden Globe 
awards - with many now tipping it to 
be one of the major wi nn ers at next 
month’s Academy Awards. 

But as stars Hugh Jackman and 
Anne Hathaway picked up their act¬ 
ing awards, they will owe a little of 
their success to the Historic Dockyard 
in Chatham - which welcomed the 
cast last year for filming. 

In addition, an appeal for extras 
proved so successful, the casting team 
had to turn hundreds away. 

All of which means there is a very 
Kentish feel to many of the crowd 
scenes of revolutionary France. 

The crew were at the dockyard for 
11 days - the longest stint at any sin¬ 
gle location in the UK for the movie. 

And it seems the county will be a 
familiar sight in movie theatres across 
the world over the coming years, with 
no let up in the number of major stu¬ 


dios looking to use the county as a 
backdrop for their films. 

A spokesman from the Kent Film 
Office - which promotes the county as 
a possible location to the movie indus¬ 
try - said: “Kent is a great place to film 
as it has an incredible variety of land¬ 
scapes, including 350 miles of coast¬ 
line with cliffs, sand and shingle. 

“It also has different architecture 
styles, ranging from Neolithic long- 
barrows at Kit’s Coty to ultra-modern 


public buildings like the Turner 
Contemporary. 

“For Les Miserables we assisted the 
location manager to look for various 
sites back in 2011 and they chose 
to shoot in Chatham as the dockyard 
was able to provide a location as 
the factory, court room and also vari¬ 
ous streets.” 

Les Miserables is the latest in a line 
of feature films to shoot at the dock¬ 
yard, which has also provided loca¬ 


tions for both of Guy Richie’s Sherlock 
Holmes films which starred Jude Law 
and Robert Downey Jnr, as well as 
fantasy film The Golden Compass and 
Amazing Grace. 

The dockyard is certainly no 
stranger to cameras. It has recently 
been the centre of TV series’ Coast, 
Countryfile, Call the Midwife and 
Great British Railway Journeys. 

Elsewhere, the likes of Harry Potter 
have been shot in Dartford and 


Brad Pitt was in the county only last 
month filming scenes for his movie 
World War Z in Thanet. 

The Kent Film Office confirmed 
there will be even more of the county 
on show later this year: 

“Unfortunately we can’t disclose 
any information about productions 
that have filmed in Kent and have not 
yet been released. However, there are 
several big feature films coming out 
this year which chose to shoot here.”

Musical tribute to honour popular 
busking pair who died in city pond

HUNDREDS of buskers are expected to 
take to the streets of Canterbury next 
weekend to mark the tragic deaths of 
two popular young musicians. 

Father-of-one Daniel Lloyd, 25, 
known to his friends as Taihg, and 17- 
year-old Hugo Wenn, were found 
drowned last year. The popular duo had 
been drinking and taking the then-legal 
high methoxetamine. 

Now, to mark 12 months since their 
bodies were found in Reed Pond, at the 
rear of Tennyson Avenue on the out¬ 
skirts of the city, friends and musicians 
will gather in Canterbury to play the 
music the pair loved. 

They will meet near Lloyds Bank on 
the High Street next Sunday, January 
2 7 - a popular location where Mr Lloyd, 
from Wincheap, used to perform. 

A tribute album, made by friends and 
fellow musicians, will also be on sale 
during the day-long event. 

Entitled One Love, One Heart, One 
Soul, proceeds will be split between Mr 
Lloyd’s daughter Kaia and the Dian 
Fossey Gorilla Fund, as nominated by 
the family of Mr Wenn, who lived in 
Barham. 


LAW CHANGED TO COMBAT LEGAL HIGHS 


LEGAL highs came under the 
microscope once more following 
the deaths of the buskers and other 
cases around the country. 

Last year, it was controversially 
decided home secretary Theresa 
May could instantly ban a substance 
for a year if it was deemed to be a 
serious danger. 

And in November, the 
Government made 
synthetic cannabinoids, 
like methoxetamine, often 
sold as 'mexxy', illegal 
under the Misuse of Drugs 
Act. 

The Home Office said 
at the time: "The UK 
is leading the way 
in cracking down 
on legal highs by 
outlawing not just 
individual drugs, 
but whole families 
of related 
substances that 
have the potential 
to cause harm."

The move came after it was 
revealed in a report by the Interna¬ 
tional Centre for Drug Policy that 43 
Brits had died in 2010, compared 
with five the previous year, from 
using the so-called legal highs. 

Drug laboratories in the Far East 
work full time to alter their deadly 
recreational drugs slightly to bypass 
new legislation. 

With that in mind, and as 
drugs like mexxy became 
illegal, the report worryingly 
stated: "The rapidity with 
which these new substances 
have emerged appears to be at 
n increasing rate. In the past, 

' ‘ the market for new 
^ psychoactive substances 
to explore evolved 
steadily over much 
longer periods of time. 

"It is now difficult to 
gauge what will be the 
next 'big thing’ to 
capture the attention of 
the regular recreational drug 
user." 



Shops’ concern over drink culture 


RETAILERS near the cathedral in 
Canterbury say they are growing 
increasingly concerned about the 
amount of vandalism taking place. 

Last weekend, police were called 
when a drunken reveller smashed 
the Canterbury Church Shop 
window in Orange Street, causing 


some £200 worth of damage. 

Bishop Damien Mead, chairman 
of the shop's board of directors, 
said: "Staff know that clearing the 
doorway of empty bottles, food 
packaging and sometimes even 
vomit, is now part of the routine 
after weekend revelries."

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HISTORY 

140th anniversary of 
voyage to Tasmania 
that ended in tragic 
hit-and-run sinking

TUESDAY, January 22, marks the tragic anni¬ 
versary of one of the greatest peacetime losses of 
life in the English Channel. 

On that night, 140 years ago, nearly 300 emi¬ 
grants were drowned in a shipwreck. 

However, this wasn’t a conventional drama on 
the high seas. This was a hit-and-run that took 
place within sight of Dungeness lighthouse. 

Their ship was the Northfleet, a well-main¬ 
tained sailing clipper, setting sail on a three- 
month chartered voyage to Tasmania in 18 73. 

The passengers were young - some in their 
teens. Many were Britain’s navvies; workers 
whose labour built railways, docks and canals. 
They had been recruited from around the UK to 
build a railway line on the island. 

The weather since leaving dock at Gravesend 
had been frustrating 
and the journey con¬ 
stantly delayed. 

A strengthening gale 
from the west with 
squally cold showers 
prompted the captain 
to anchor a couple of 
miles from shore in the 
lee of the bleak triangle 
of shingle that is Dunge¬ 
ness, to await favoura¬ 
ble winds. 

They felt safe there 
for a number of rea¬ 
sons. Eoremost was the 
lighthouse itself; re¬ 
cently upgraded, it was 
the world’s first to be 
powered by electricity 
and thus the most pow¬ 
erful light anywhere. 

The Northfleet was 
not alone in the shal¬ 
low bay. Many other 
vessels, from fishing 
boats to big merchant 
ships were anchored. 

The nearest was just 
600 yards away. 

The passengers were bedding down in the 
converted hold at around 10.30pm when they 
heard warning whistles blowing and shouting 
from on deck. The next thing was the impact. 

A Spanish iron-hulled steamer called the Muril¬ 
lo, on its way from Dover to Lisbon, but off course 
by miles, had rammed the Northfleet, splintering 
her wooden side below the waterline. 

Very soon the deck of the Northfleet was over¬ 
crowded with nearly 400 men, women and chil¬ 
dren, jostling, shouting and doubtless praying. 

While the recently-married captain, Edward 
Knowles, who had brought his young wife 
aboard for their honeymoon, was trying to 
coordinate a calm escape, with women and chil¬ 
dren first, some of the passengers elbowed them 
out the way to take their place on one of just two 
lifeboats. 


Seeing the labourers threaten to prevent his 
wife’s boat escaping, the captain drew his pistol. 

His first shot missed, but the second hit a man 
- though he fell into the lifeboat and survived. 

Meanwhile, a cabin boy had been firing off blue 
signal rockets to get help from any other ship. 

None came, thinking the rockets were merely 
a call for a pilot ship. Eventually, three pilot boats 
did arrive, only to see the Northfleet sink, just 30 
minutes after the collision. 

Survivors recalled how soon the screams of 
those swept into the sea ceased. 

And what of the Spanish ship.^ 

The captain of the Murillo - almost certainly 
realising that the Northfleet was badly holed 
below the waterline - had simply ordered his 
crew to sail off into the night. 

The next morning, as the pilot boats entered 
Dover harbour with the few people they had 
saved, it was the beginning of national anger, 
but in those days there 
was no extradition. 

After numerous en¬ 
quiries and inquests 
the Murillo was named 
repeatedly. 

The captain and 
watch crew on duty 
were briefly arrested 
and held in Spain, but 
never tried or returned 
to England for any le¬ 
gal action here. 

The ship avoided its 
normal route for a time 
to keep it out of territo¬ 
rial waters. 

However, although 
it flew the Spanish flag, 
it was built in Glasgow 
and when its engines 
needed servicing or re¬ 
pair, which could only 
be done economically 
in the UK, the owners 
capitulated. 

Sent into English wa¬ 
ters some eight months 
after the tragedy, it was 
‘arrested’ in Dover and then sold and renamed. 

The proceeds were used to pay off the insur¬ 
ance claims on the Northfleet. 

Some justice, at least, for the 297 who lost 
their lives. 

Of the 74 passenger survivors, only two of the 
52 children on board were saved and one of 
the 42 women, aside from the captain’s wife. 
The captain went down with his ship. 

The only shred of good news was the one 
woman and child rescued were part of the only 
family saved. 

John and Lucy Sturgeon and their baby Har¬ 
riet, just seven months old at the time, all lived. 

One of Harriet’s descendants reported that 
though the Sturgeons lost all their belongings 
and spent time in a sailors’ home, they finally 
settled in Rotherham, where they opened a tripe 
factory and became “quite prosperous”.

Coming this spring: A thrilling finale 
to the 13-year saga of town cinema? 



...BUT THE UNDERLYING PROBLEMS REMAIN 


A key problem for the cinema site 
which blocks simple development is 
that beneath the building runs the 
railway tunnel which serves the 
nearby mainline train station. 

Any significant work will require 
careful consideration of the structure 
of the tunnel, meaning any temporary 
closure would see rail services to the 
town being stopped and resulting in a 
significant compensation payment. 


It has proved a major thorn in the 
side of developers and put many off 
progressing with bids on the site. 

Since the showing of its final film in 
October 2000, it has stood empty, 
with vandals and age causing ruin to 
its once impressive surroundings. 

Ironically, it closed while still 
making money. Since then, it has 
stood as an eyesore, enraging 
politicians and residents alike.

IT has stood empty for nearly 13 years, an eyesore 
at the heart of one of the county’s most pictur¬ 
esque town centres. 

But despite hopes last year it would finally be 
demolished, the final curtain appears not yet 
ready to fall on the long-running saga of the 
Tunbridge Wells cinema site. 

Developers this week confirmed they were still 
keen to push ahead with plans, but that econom¬ 
ic concerns are applying the brakes. 

In response to a letter from a resident pub¬ 
lished on a Facebook campaign site this week, 
Benjamin Du Boulay, director of the Carlyle 
Group, the private equity group which owns the 
site along with developers Bellhouse Joseph, 
suggested hopes of the bulldozers moving in this 
year could be optimistic. 

He said: “While we have been working hard 
towards our goal over the last 16 months, we 
have also been clear from the outset any work 
would not commence until we had the commit¬ 
ments from future tenants required to make the 
scheme viable.” 

He confirmed a supermarket is “very interest¬ 
ed” in being the scheme’s anchor tenant and 
that once that deal was secured, along with oth¬ 
er key tenants, work could push ahead. 

But the long-suffering town folk have heard 
this all before. 

Last April, the owners said they were in “ad¬ 
vanced talks” with a supermarket and hotel 
chain. Nearly 10 months later, it would appear 
any imminent deal is not currently on the table. 

It was in 2000, when the Odeon pulled out of the 
former three-screen building at the top of Mount 
Pleasant Road, perched opposite the Town Hall. 

The cinema chain opted instead to concen¬ 
trate on a multiplex on the outskirts of the town 
and the town centre site was subsequently sold. 

A convenant was put on the site preventing 
any other cinema chain from moving in. But as it 
changed hands and plans for hotels and shops 
were unveiled, the economic collapse in the years 
which followed its closure scuppered plans. 

Instead the building decayed in the full glare of 
the politicans peering from their windows across 
the busy street. 

Campaigners described it as the town’s biggest 


‘grot spot’ and it has held the title ever since. 

It is particularly damaging for the town as the 
site includes a row of shops at the top of Mount 
Pleasant -all of which are boarded up. 

In addition, a recurring problem the town has 
faced is how to send shoppers and visitors from 
the busier top end of the town - which includes 
the likes of the Royal Victoria Place shopping 
complex - to the lower end, which includes the 
Pantiles. The cinema site sits on the crossroads 
which divides the town, and it is seen as essential 
that the prime site unites the two halves. 

Tunbridge Wells Borough Council has been 
quick to point out it does not own the site, but 
campaigners say it should deliver on previous 
threats to issue a compulsory purchase order 
(CPO) on the site if the current owners do noth¬ 
ing. But with the council’s purse strings so tight, 
any such move would be high risk. 

According to council leader David Jukes, to 
use public money to intervene would add a stag¬ 
gering £1,000 to each household’s council tax 
bill across the borough. 

The problems are intensified given the unique 
structural issues which impact on the site (see 
box off). 

A recent poll conducted by the local Liberal 
Democrats found some 92 per cent of people 
think the Tory-led council should have executed 
a CPO to kick-start regeneration on the site. 

David Neve, leader of the Lib Dems on the local 
council, said: “The town is in this position be¬ 
cause successive Tory administrations have re¬ 
fused to take action while our town has suffered 
at the hands of developers.” 


Cllr Jukes, the Conservative leader of Tun¬ 
bridge Wells Borough Council, hit back. 

He said: “I am as frustrated as everyone else by 
the lack of progress on the cinema site and have 
made my disappointment clear at regular meet¬ 
ings with the owners. What the Lib Dem survey 
fails to mention is the potential costs associated 
with a CPO for the cinema site. 

“The cost to our tax payers would be in the re¬ 
gion of £10-15 million before the future reuse of 
the site is taken into consideration which will be 
in the region of £40-50m. This could see a coun¬ 


cil tax increase of over £1,000 per household 
across the borough, per annum. 

“We are working to ensure, and I will not hold 
back, that the owners meet their obligations. We 
will not stop until the owners come up with a so¬ 
lution to demolish the site and present a planning 
application for a suitable replacement.”

AN ARMY explosives expert has adopted a vet¬ 
eran bomb search dog after they bonded in trau¬ 
matic circumstances in war-torn Afghanistan.

Jake’s rehabilitation from an Army dog to

Cpl Hawkett added: “When I knew Jake was 
up for retirement I wanted to replicate the sense 
of trust and loyalty he had shown to me and my 
colleagues in Afghanistan.

Footprint of town’s past is unveiled

A REMARKABLE collection of an¬ 
cient relics unearthed at the exca¬ 
vation of a Roman villa, will go on 
public display next month. 

It forms the final exhbition of the 
series A Town Unearthed: Eolke- 
stone Before 1500 - a community 
project organised by Canterbury 
Christ Church University, the Eolke- 
stone People’s History Centre and 
Canterbury Archaeological Trust. 

The project is researching and re¬ 
cording the rich archaeological 
heritage and early history of the 
seaside town, with a view to enrich¬ 
ing those locally with a thirst for 
knowledge when it comes to the 
history of their area. 

It has focused around the find¬ 
ings at the villa on the East Cliff in 
2010 and 2011. The site was ini¬ 
tially found in 1924. 

The exhibition will also look 
more widely at the history of Eolke- 
stone from 1000 BC to 1200 AD. It 
takes place in the Sassoon Room, 
above Eolkestone library, running 
from Eebruary 8-26. 

Dr Lesley Hardy said: “As well as 
telling the story of Eolkestone up to 
1200 AD, the exhibition will be a 
chance to have a close up look at 


some of the most interesting discov¬ 
eries from the 2010 and 2011 ex¬ 
cavations on the East Cliff, includ¬ 
ing a Roman intaglio (engraved 
gem stone) and painted plaster- 


work. My favourite exhibit is a size 
11 footprint discovered by our finds 
team as they washed off the mud 
from fragments of Roman tile.” 

The project is funded by the Her¬ 


itage Lottery Eund and Roger De 
Haan Charitable Trust, with contri¬ 
butions by Eolkestone Town Coun¬ 
cil, Kent Archaeological Society 
and Shepway District Council.

Drinkers pay the price for disturbing the 
peace as charity benefits from pub fines

IT’S rare to find a place without the 
familiar sight of someone sat, head 
bowed, as they type into their mo¬ 
bile phone. 

Or a street where there isn’t an 
army of phone users; devices held 
to their ears or chatting into hands¬ 
free sets for the world to hear. 

But in micro-pub The Firkin Ale¬ 
house in Folkestone, that’s exactly 
what you’ll find - a mobile phone- 
free atmosphere, where the punters 
can talk among themselves with¬ 
out interruptions from ringing or 
bleeping phones. 

Owner and landlord Neil King, 
however, isn’t just doing it to bring 
back some of that old world charm 
to his watering hole, which he 
opened in November. 

The 3 8-year-old is using the ban 
to raise money for charity HFT 
Kent, formerly the Home Farm 
Trust, which offers support to peo¬ 
ple with learning difficulties. 

Every time someone’s phone 
rings or they talk on their mobile in 
the pub, they must donate a pound. 

Mr King said: “They don’t have 


to switch their phones off, they can 
have them on silent, but if they want 
to talk on it they have to go outside. 

“I came across the idea in a pub 
in Deal and wanted to use it here to 
get people back into the art of con¬ 
versation. There must be no noise 
from phones in the pub.” 

Mr King said punters have taken 


it well and those who flout the rules 
have happily handed over the pound. 

“They say it’s fair enough; it’s 
done with good spirit,” he said. 

“This is a micro-pub and so if 
someone is on the phone you can’t 
really get away from it, besides, it’s 
only about seven or eight steps to 
go outside to take the call. 


“I wanted to take things back to 
basics and I think people like it. It’s 
been going well since I opened and 
I’m still meeting people every day.” 

As well as banning mobiles, spir¬ 
its and alcopops are also off the 
menu. Instead the pub in Cheriton 
Place offers a selection of local ales, 
ciders and wines, with customers 
getting table service. 

This back-to-basics experience is 
what Mr King hopes will keep peo¬ 
ple coming back. 

With the help of some rule-break¬ 
ing customers, Mr King has so far 
raised £50. 

Fundraising manager for HFT in 
the south east. Gill Orman, said the 
charity was grateful to Mr King for 
his innovative fundraising scheme. 

Basepoint, which offers business 
workspace in Folkestone, has pledged 
to match-fund whatever is raised. 

“It is because of donations that 
HFT can continue to support people 
with learning disabilities in Kent to 
live the lives they choose,” she said. 

Mr King added: “We wanted to 
support something that had an im¬ 
pact on our community.

Amid rising tensions, an expert on Falkland 
Islands explains their real worth to the UK

Prime Minister David Cameron has already stated he 
would not hesitate in sending another task force to the 
islands to defend the 3,100 plus population, adding his 
Government's resolve is "extremely strong". 

Prof McAdam claims Argentina's president Cristina 
Fernandez de Kirchner is using the political row to deflect 
worries about her floundering economy. 

Mr Cameron said the island rulers will be decided by the 
islanders and another referendum will be held this year. 

Last April was the 30th anniversary of the Falklands 
War, which resulted in 649 Argentinean troops and 258 
British service personnel being killed. 

The situation is now also complicated further with the 
discovery of substantial oil and gas reserves in surround¬ 
ing waters.

AN EXPERT on the Ealkland Islands 
says they continue to inject a consid¬ 
erable financial boost to the UK’s cof¬ 
fers, as tension surrounding their sov¬ 
ereignty continues to mount. 

Professor Jim McAdam, editor of the 
Ealkland Islands Journal, has visited 
the islands on dozens of occasions and 
seen them flourish after the war with 
Argentina in 1982. 

Argentina’s president Cristina Eern- 
andez de Kirchner has been sabre 
rattling in recent months, accusing 
Britain of a “blatant exercise of 
19th century colonialism” and de¬ 
manded Las Malvinas - as the islands 
are refered to by Argentina - be hand¬ 
ed over. 

But Prof McAdam, who will be visit¬ 
ing Kent to deliver a lecture on the is¬ 
lands next month, says the situation is 
very different to that 30 years ago. 

He explained: “The Ealklands are 
now financially independent from 
Britain - it is no longer a colony. They 
are virtually a country on their own. 

“She is just doing this to stir up po¬ 


litical opinion in Argentina.” 

The academic will be speaking at 
the University of Kent in a lecture 
called The Impact of the Shackleton 
Report (1976) on the development of 
the Ealkland Islands. 

Prof McAdam, of the Queen’s 
University Belfast, spent three years 
in the Ealklands from 1976, establish¬ 
ing an agricultural research unit 


and implementing part of the Shackle- 
ton Report’s recommendations on 
agriculture. 

The professor told this paper: “I am 
a big fan of the Ealklands. Lord Shack¬ 
leton was sent by Harold Wilson to 
the Ealklands in the 19 70s. 

“Consider the context: Britain was 
gradually reducing its interest in the 
Ealklands and there was a lot of inter¬ 


est in ditching them, getting rid of 
them and speeding up the transfer to 
Argentina. Wilson sent Shackleton to 
do an economic survey.” 

But, the academic said, instead of 
finding the islands were a millstone 
around Britain’s neck, they had 
actually earned around £1 million for 
the Treasury. 

Shackleton’s recommendation of 


massive infrastructure investment 
was largely ignored - until war broke 
out and politicians realised the people 
wanted to keep the islands. 

Eollowing peace, the Labour peer’s 
report was looked at again, and more 
money did flow in to build roads, a 
runway and buildings, including a 
school. 

He said: “The enlargement of gov¬ 
ernment, both in its role and capabili¬ 
ty, is essential.” 

Earmers were helped and along 
with oil and gas exploration, fishing 
zones set up. 

Prof McAdam said: “Shackleton’s 
contribution was absolutely immense.” 

The lecture, organised by Ealklands 
expert Professor Mark Connelly, from 
the university’s school of history, said: 
“Jim McAdam has been instrumental 
in helping provide the Ealklands with 
much greater economic stability since 
the conflict ended and will provide a 
fascinating insight into why the is¬ 
landers are so resolute in their deter¬ 
mination to remain British.” 

The free lecture is on Eriday, Eebru- 
ary 8, at 6pm in Grimond Lecture 
Theatre 2 and is open to all.

Helping overcome alcoholism 


In a rare glimpse into alcoholism, a member of Alcoholics Anonymous’ public information 
team - also an ex-alcoholic - reveals stories of those who have been helped by the charity 


THESE stories illustrate the 
miracles that can happen when 
someone reaches out to AA for 
help - ex-drunks who are now 
restored to soundness of mind 
and a full, sober life in their 
communities. 

AA is Alcoholics Anony¬ 
mous but it can’t afford to be 
Alcoholics Invisible. 

Charlie came to his first AA 
meeting when he had just 
turned 72. He had enjoyed 
growing up in a Kent village 
and trained to become a chef, 
which led to a career that was 
varied and enjoyable. 

Married in his 30s to a lovely 
local girl, they lived happily to¬ 
gether and often enjoyed a bot¬ 
tle of wine with their weekend 
meals. Charlie also had a pint 
or two at the local with friends 
when heading home from 
work. Seven years ago, follow¬ 
ing the retirement they had 
both looked forward to, he un¬ 
expectedly lost his wife to can¬ 
cer. So whisky began to fill the 
void and drown his heartache. 


He thought he would get 
over his loss. He attempted to 
control his drinking, but he 
could not fail to see it was be¬ 
coming daily and excessive. 

The harder he tried, the 
worse it got and more than 
once he stumbled and fell, 
causing himself nasty injuries. 

He realised his pattern of 
drinking revealed an abnormal 
dependency and, by chance, 
seeing a poster in his doctor’s 
surgery about AA, he made a 
telephone call. He thus found 
the solution to his problems - in 
AA’s Twelve Step recovery pro¬ 
gramme - freely offered. No 
longer alone, he’s now happy 
and free. 

Edith started drinking alco- 
holically aged 44 when she 
was a school teacher. To begin 
with, she only drank now and 
again and during the school 
holidays. 

At first it didn’t affect her 
work. But over the next three 
years the drinking became a 
great deal more frequent after a 


promotion which brought her 
ever greater responsibilities. 

Eventually, Edith’s drinking 
brought about frightening 
physical symptoms, occasional 
panic attacks and absenteeism. 
She drank daily and could not 
function without alcohol. 

Einally, she was made redun¬ 
dant but she continued to 
drink, until her body packed up 
and she suffered a serious col¬ 
lapse followed by six weeks in a 
psychiatric hospital. 

By good fortune there was a 
regular Sunday evening meet¬ 
ing of A A in the hospital, where 
she was introduced to Alcohol¬ 
ics Anonymous and found the 
solution to her drinking. 

That was all of 2 7 years ago 
and she still likes to attend four 
meetings a week, doing much 
to help others who have suf¬ 
fered in the same way. 

Jenny was young, pretty, 
outgoing and successful. So 
why did she need alcohol as 
a crutch.^ 

Battling with fear of failure

Every picture tells 
a story about life in 
seaside conrimunity

WHITSTABLE natives, the peo¬ 
ple not the oysters, can take a 
look back at yesteryear as artist 
Alexis Johnson hosts her new 
exhibition at the Horsebridge 
Arts Centre. 

Entitled the Time Travel 
Tourist Information Exhibi¬ 
tion, Ms Johnson presents a 
history of the seaside town 
from the 16th century. 

The artist, who has held ex¬ 
hibitions at both the Tate Brit¬ 
ain and the V&A Museum, uses 
local stories to turn back the 
clock to the days of the prosper¬ 
ous oyster fisheries. 

She said: “The initial concept 
came from a meeting at the 
Horsebridge Centre where it 
said that everybody thinks it is 
are a tourist information cen¬ 
tre, probably because of where 
it is positioned. 

“Lots of people come in to ask 
about history; who travel to 
Whistable for day trips. They 
want to know more about 
what’s been happening in the 
area. So we went from there.” 

Ms Johnson uses video in¬ 
stallations, stories and pictures 
to take visitors through Swale- 
cliffe’s Neolithic age, Whitsta- 
ble’s famous oyster fishing and 
diving era and the 1950s and 
60s seaside boom. 

She said: “I have been bowled 
over by the level of passion that 
people have to keep the history 
alive. 

“I went into a chip shop in 
town and they have photos of 
great grandparents who used 
to be oyster fishermen up on 
the walls. They were very 


proud of their heritage and 
even took me on a trail of where 
their family lived. 

“I’ve talked to amazing people; 
local heroes who are using com¬ 
munity spirit to malce things 
happen - a creative alchemy.” 

The exhibition has been di¬ 
vided into different sections in¬ 
cluding maritime, festivals, 
seaside and the Playhouse The¬ 
atre, as well as putting together 
a postcard section where peo¬ 
ple can add their stories and 
continue to grow the archive. 

Ms Johnson said: “The story 
that is really coming through is 
that Whitstable had its boom 
time with all the oyster fishing. 
It’s really interesting because it 
was a co-operative effort. 

“They bought out Lord Bol- 
lingbroke who owned the 
Whitstable fishing territories. 
A collective of individual fish¬ 
erman bought them for a sub¬ 
stantial amount of money and 
there was a boom time for 
about 70 years after that. 

“It was very wealthy and 
prosperous and had the first 
passenger railway in Kent. But 
in the 19 70s it started to slump 


and the town got a bit shabby. 
Then the London wealth start¬ 
ed to come in, which caused a 
few tensions; but there was a 
regeneration of housing and a 
property boom. 

“What’s interesting is that a 
lot of families said they wouldn’t 
give up their houses and passed 
them on from generation to 
generation. So there is still that 
strong sense of co-operative 
from the oystermen era. ” 

Ms Johnson lives in Conyer, 
near Faversham, and has been a 
participatory artist since 2003, 
using people and miniature 
movies to express her work. 

“There is a lot of video instal¬ 
lation. There is archive footage 
from the Kent archives and 
people have even given me 
their own old photographs. 
There are some lovely images 
that probably haven’t been 
seen before because they have 
been dug out of drawers.”

Hitler’s kamikaze 
vengeance bomb 

A Nazi secret weapon is coming to Kent 


A NAZI flying suicide bomb that 
could have made a direct hit on 
Buckingham Palace will go on 
display in Kent almost 70 years 
after Hitler intended it to destroy 
targets across southern England. 
The bomb is set to be the main attraction at 
Lashenden Air Warfare Museum, which is part 
of the aerodrome at Headcorn and will go on 
show later this year, writes Nick Ames. 

The manned version of the fearsome VI 
doodle-bug was developed because the aim of 
the original rockets was so poor. 

Fitted with a pilot cockpit, 175 were built so 
they could be flown accurately into high-profile 
British targets at speeds of more than SOOmph. 

Pilots were trained to fly the aircraft - mostly 
drawn from the fanatical Nazi SS divisions - but 
none were ever used. 

The piloted missile was pioneered by female 
Luftwaffe flyer Hanna Reitsch - Hitler’s 
favourite pilot and one of only two women to be 
awarded the Iron Cross decoration - and SS 
Obersturmbannfuhrer (equivalent to the army 
ra n k of lieutenant colonel) Otto Skorzeny. 

A fanatical Nazi who undertook some high- 
profile missions such as the rescue of Italian 
dictator Benito Mussolini, Skorzeny was behind 
Leonidas Staffel (squadron), which looked at 
unconventional attack aircraft. 

Reitsch had some success test-flying the new 
design but on one occasion crashed, although 
she walked unscathed from the wreckage. 

However, none of the 4,7961b rockets with 
their massive l,870lb warheads ever saw 
action - as lack of fuel and a change in the 
German high command caused the project to be 
abandoned. 

Flying them in combat would also have 
amounted to a suicide mission, with pilots 
expected to parachute out at an attack-dive 
airspeed of 550mph moments before a target 
was hit - an almost impossible task. 

Conservative estimates put the chance of the 
flyer’s survival at less than one in 100. 

The Fieseler Fil03R-4 Reichenberg rocket, 
one of only six left today, was found by the 
Allies at the end of the Second World War after 
it was captured on April 23,1945, at the 
Danneburg VI factory by the 5th Armoured 
Division, US Army 

Initially, it formed part of an exhibition of 
captured enemy aircraft at Farnborough before 
military experts decided it should be classed as 
munition rather than an aircraft and was given 
to the British army’s bomb-disposal unit. 

But it was spared from being destroyed 


because of its curiosity value and stored at the 
Joint Services Bomb Disposal School at 
Chattenden, Medway, before being taken to the 
Territorial Bomb Disposal Unit, Fort Clarence, 
Rochester, where it was painted black and, 
more or less, left to rot. 

In 1970 volunteers representing Lashenden 
Museum went to the base to see about 
acquiring some bombs for a display and spotted 
the plane. 

As it was due to be scrapped they acquired 
the plane and began to have it restored as part 
of a £40,000 project. At that time it had rusted 
badly and the tail section was a wreck. 

Restoration work was undertaken by 
Alexander Kuncze and his team at 
Auktionshaus Fiir Historic Technik in 


Geisenhausen, Germany. They painstakingly 
located missing period instruments in working 
condition and gradually restored the rocket to 
its 1945 condition. 

Trevor Matthews, of the museum, which has 
now owned the plane for more than 40 years, 
said: “With a pilot you could aim it at a strategic 
target, like Buckingham Palace, the Houses of 
Parliament or capital warships, until the last 
moment when they were meant to bail out. It 
was totally kam ik aze. 

“The war was lost by the time they were 
being considered as a weapon, but the aim was 
to use them to demoralise the population. 

“Fortunately they were never used.” 

Just over 9,500 original pilotless VI rockets - 
known as Hitler’s vengeance (V) weapons -

were launched by Germans from France and 
The Netherlands to bomb Britain. The first hit 
Bromley on June 13,1944. 

The other five kamikaze-style doodle-bugs 
are in museums in France, The Netherlands, 
Germany, the US and Canada. 

Mr Matthews says the museum’s doodle-bug 
- which is minus its warhead, is 28ft long, has a 
wingspan of 22ft and is fitted with an Argus 
109-014 pulse jet engine - cannot be flown. 

“It has no undercarriage as the plan was to 
launch it from beneath the belly of a Heinkel 
111 bomber. Also I don’t think the Civil 
Aviation Authority would approve!”

Gastro cool... I don’t know 
what it means, but I like it 


T he Old Brewery Tavern in Canter¬ 
bury was not somewhere I had ever 
thought about when considering 
my next dining option. It was more 
a place to go for a drink and an 
attempted dance. But after a little 
research and the promise of a double-Michelin- 
starred chefs influence behind the menu, it had 
to be worth a try. 

Along the city backstreet from its sister restau¬ 
rant at Michael Gaines’s ABode, the tavern offers 
a stylish dining room and large bar area modern 
enough in decor to play both restaurant and 
late-night party venue in turn. 

The tables are simply laid out and the specials 
are on the trendy chalkboard. The main menu is 
not over-complicated and the dishes promised 
far more than your average pub grub. 

To start, I went for a special. Along came a 
tian of smoked halibut. The fish was stuffed with 
prawns and cream cheese served with a salad 
and pickled carrots. It was delicious. 

The cheese and prawns were fresh to taste and 
complemented the strong halibut flavours. The 
salad was an after-thought, but the pickled car¬ 
rots were a nice touch and presented very well. 
The dish was a perfect size, leaving you neither 
bloated nor desperate for more. 

My guest opted for the chicken and pancetta

croquettes. Now, croquettes don’t always look 
too appealing on the plate, but their taste made 
up for it - hot and creamy, they went down well 
across the table. 

For the main course I went for the minted 
Romney Marsh lamb steak. The menu informs 
diners that all meat used in the menu is from 
Brogdale Butchers in Faversham and supplied 
on a daily basis. 

The cut of lamb was spectacular without a 
hin t of dryness. The mint wasn’t overbearing 
and the succulent meat’s own juices were 


enough without the peppercorn or other sauces 
on offer. 

It was served with roasted tomatoes, grilled 
field mushrooms, two home-battered onion rings 
that were tasty if a little greasy and a carriage of 
chips, which were crunchy and delicious. 

My guest stayed on the grill menu and went 
for the beefburger with chips and coleslaw. 

Again the meat was succulent and cooked 
well with a slight pink in the middle, but the bun 
was hard and didn’t taste as fresh as it might 
and so was left. The home-made coleslaw was 
nothing to shout about. 

We almost shied away from the dessert due to 
a lack of space, but, as tipped by the waitress, I 
ended up with a delicious sticky-toffee pudding, 
butterscotch sauce and caramel ice-cream. 

The staff were friendly and attentive - all you 
need, really. The bill, including a couple of drinks 
and slightly excessive 12 per cent service charge, 
came to a mere £61.40. A very decent price for a 
very decent meal. The website says the tavern is 
not a ‘gastro pub’, instead just ‘gastro coof. I 
don’t know what that means, but I liked it a lot.

HMV runs off the tracks to spark job worries 


ABOUT 150 jobs in Kent are at risk 
after the collapse into administration 
of entertainment chain HMV, which 
could signal the end of its 92-year 
presence on the high street. 

The retailer of CDs, DVDs and 
computer games is set to appoint 
Deloitte as administrator after banks 
and suppliers ran out of patience 
with its financial perfomance. 

The demise of HMV, which has 
stores in Ashford, Canterbury, 
Maidstone, Folkestone and 
Tunbridge Wells, as well as in the 
Bluewater and Westwood Cross 
shopping centres, comes just days 
after the camera chain Jessops shut 
all its 187 stores. Both have been hit 
by consumers buying online and 
competition from supermarkets. 

The explosion in digital 
downloading also badly affected 
HMV as UK consumers spent more 
than £1 billion on downloaded films, 
music and games in 2012, according 


to the Entertainment Retailers 
Association. 

Following poor returns before 
Christmas, HMV asked suppliers - 
which include the world’s biggest 
music labels, games-makers and 
film studios - for £300 million of 
additional funding to pay off its 
debts. The appeal was rejected. 

The bad results followed a 10.2 
per cent slump in sales and its net 
debt rising to £176.1m over the six 
months to the end of October. 

The chain launched a clearance 
sale on Saturday, with 25 per cent 
reductions on many products. 

In a statement, HMV suspended 
trading in its shares but said the 
administrators would continue to 
keep stores open while they sought 
a purchaser for the business. 

If a buyer keeps HMV on the high 
street, it is likely that most of the 230 
UK stores will still close, with just a 
few profitable outlets remaining. 



Join the QR 

marketing 

revolution 

A REVOLUTION in marketing is set to give 
forward-thinking businesses the chance to 
establish one-to-one relationships with clients 
via their mobile phones. 

Newspaper and magazine articles and 
advertisements can have codes embedded 
or contain keywords to enable their websites to 
be accessed by people on the move. 

The technology for the use of QR codes and 
SMS keywords has been around for several 
years - but what is new is its use in marketing 
for business via the printed page. 

Terry McCusker is head of mobile for Archant, 
publisher of this newspaper. 

"Readers are able to use their phones to scan 
the codes, type in keywords 
or text on their phones to 
access further information," 
he said. 

"For example a 
restaurant advertisement- 
when scanned - can give 
the customer the menu and 
the opening times. A cinema 
or theatre can list what's 
on. Then, with a click, a call 
be made on the phone to make a booking. 

"The company also obtains the customer's 
phone details, so they can get in touch regarding 
offers, discounts or any other information. 

"It's a great way for businesses to establish 
direct one-to-one relationships with their clients." 

McCusker said there had been a huge surge 
in growth in internet traffic on mobile phones - 
with actually making a phone call now the fifth 
most popular option. 

"If you're looking at the growth of the mobile 
market, I really think that sort of marketing is 
going to be very big," he said. 

David Hodgkinson, of KPMG, has also been 
following developments in the field. 

He said: "This will be an interesting year for 
mobile payments as some big players such as 
Paypal have called out their belief that NFC 
[Near Field Communications, such as smart 
phones] is not the right technology for great 
user experiences in this area. 

"Naturally, the card schemes and telco 
players have a different view. The incredible 
take-off of mobile commerce on sites such as 
Amazon and eBay already represents 
tremendous growth in mobile payments overall 
and developments in mobile PCS solutions such 
as Square's Register and other tablet-based 
software solutions are really exciting retailers 
due to their potential to revolutionise in-store 
and omnichannel shopping experiences. 

"From a marketing perspective, all these 
developments represent tremendous 
opportunities and we're also starting to see 
in-app advertising models that are approaching 
an acceptable marriage between user 
experience and commerciality. 

"Furthermore, the marriage of new 
competences such as in-game advertising with 
mobile marketing will provide ever more salient 
and personalised marketing. Having a suitably 
agile platform to take advantage of these 
opportunities will be a differentiator for B2C 
[business to customer] firms."

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There's a Channel storm coming as 
Eurotunnel bids to buy French ports

EUROTUNNEL is bidding to take over the Erench 
ports of Calais and Boulogne, sparking fears 
that the operator would control too much of the 
cross-Channel travel industry. 

A tendering process organised by the Erench is 
under way and will see the successful bidder 
awarded the concession to run the ports for 50 
years. 

Eurotunnel spokesman John Keefe said the 
cross-Channel rail firm’s parent company, 
Groupe Eurotunnel, would make the bid for 
the ports, which are run by the Cote d’Opale 
Chamber of Commerce. 

He said the company currently ran the cross- 
Channel shuttle service and also operated trans¬ 
port services and other port infrastructure 
around Erance. 

The Calais and Boulogne bid was “entirely in 
keeping with the group strategy” and the com¬ 
pany had background and experience in the 
field, he said. 

“This is not us competing with P&O or with 
anybody on the [Dover-Calais] short strait. This 
is port infrastructure management and a com¬ 
pletely different issue,” said Keefe. 

But Brian Rees, P&O spokesman, said the 
Office of Pair Trading had already referred Euro¬ 
tunnel’s recent purchase of former SeaPrance 
ships, which are now run as subsidiary 
MyPerryLink, to the Competition Commission. 

He said: “To be honest, they have more front 
than Dolly Parton. The Tunnel is the biggest 
player in the market. They go and buy the Sea- 
Prance ships and now they want to run the

French ports. It beggars belief - there has to be 
competition on the route across the Channel.” 

The Conservative MP for Dover and Deal, 
Charlie Elphicke, has also voiced his opposition. 

He said the move could have an impact on 
ferry lines P&O and DFDS, which were predomi¬ 
nantly British employers, and hit British jobs. 

“Eurotunnel effectively own the [former] Sea- 


France ferry company. Now they want to own 
the French ports of Calais and Boulogne,” said 
Elphicke. “I am deeply concerned that this is 
too much control of the cross-Channel freight 
market in the hands of one operator.” 

He said the situation should be investigated by 
the Competition Commission and the European 
Competition Authorities. 


HEAVY TRAFFIC 


Traffic was busy on 
Eurotunnel's service 
over the holiday period 
and a new record was 
set in terms of vehicles 
carried. 

During the period of 
intense traffic around the 
school holidays for 
Christmas and the new 
year, Eurotunnel's Le 
Shuttle broke its 
previous volume record. 

Between December 14 
and January 6, almost 
200,000 passenger 
vehicles, including cars, 
motorcycles, vehicles 
with trailers, caravans, 
camper-vans and 
coaches crossed the 
Channel in both 
directions between 
Folkestone and Calais 
using the 35-minute 
service. 

This is the equivalent 
to about one million 
passengers and 
is the highest level of 
Shuttle traffic during 
a comparable period 
since 2001.

SMEs Looking to offer apprenticeships have been given a 
boost as grants for training are to be extended. 

The Government has confirmed an extension of the 
Apprenticeship Grant for Employers of 16-24 year olds to 
March 2014. 

The £1,500 grant is available to help businesses with 
fewer than 1,000 employees take on an apprentice. 

Business Secretary Vince Cable said: “Employers may be 
concerned about the time recruitment and training will 
take, and anxious about how it will work. So the £1,500 
grant is a token to acknowledge this and thank them." 

The National Apprenticeship Service’s David Way said: 
“There has never been a better time to recruit an apprentice." 


County town on the up 


THE digital divide between 
town and country should be 
narrowing as rural broadband 
comes a step closer thanks to 
a new agreement. 

The Country Land and 
Business Association (CLA) 
and National Farmers Union 
(NFU) have finalised the new 
package of payment rates. 

The terms will mean not- 
for-profit or private companies 
looking to install the 
infrastructure needed for a 
community rural broadband 
network can work with 
farmers and landowners. 

This will help Government in 
its aim to roll out superfast 
broadband to rural and remote 
areas where the business case 
for previous broadband 
investment had been weak 
or non-existent. 

The CLA has long petitioned 
for better broadband in the 
countryside to enable rural 
businesses to be more efficient. 

Its South East regional 
director, Robin Edwards, said: 
"The importance of good rural 
broadband cannot be over¬ 
emphasised. It is essential for 
business, whether starting up 


or expanding, essential for 
education and research and an 
important communication tool 
for all rural communities. 

"We are confident this 
package will help secure 
consent for a broadband 
infrastructure to be rolled out 
to the final third of the country 
who still suffer with 
chronically poor broadband." 

The CLA and NFU example 
agreements suggest payment 
rates for broadband apparatus 


that landowners can enter into 
with not-for-profit companies 
or private companies wishing 
to install a community 
broadband network. 

There could also be 
circumstances where a 
landowner wishes to waive 
payment in return for their own 
high-speed broadband 
connection to the network. 

The minister for culture, 
communications and creative 
industries, Ed Vaizey, said: "The 


publication of the CLA and 
NFU rural wayleave agreement 
is great news. 

"It will go a long way 
to making our roll-out of 
rural broadband cheaper and 
quicker by reducing the cost 
and time taken in negotiating 
individual land-access 
agreements while providing 
certainty to communications 
providers and ensuring 
landowners receive 
appropriate compensation." 


BUSINESS activity in the 
county town has grown during 
the past year. 

A report by business advice 
organisation Duport Associates 
Ltd says 230 companies 
formed in Maidstone between 
July and September 2012 - a 
6 per cent increase on the 
same period in 2011.

TOYOTA turned the premium-car sector on its 
head in 1990 by launching a whole new 
executive brand and the flagship model - the 
original LS. 

Modelled on the Mercedes-Benz S-Class, seen 
then as the sector’s technological leader as well 
as delivering status and comfort, the new Lexus 
attacked the big Merc by offering loads of luxury 
spec at a keen price. It was a big success and 
Lexus went on to challenge the very best of the 
world’s premium brands, particularly the 
German powerbase of M-B, BMW and Audi. 

And whereas the original LS didn’t really offer 
big technological breakthroughs, three further 
generations have done so - notably in the form 
of petrol-electric hybrid power launched in 
2007. 

The latest car (from £71,995) is a radical 
facelift of the fourth-generation model launched 
in 2007 and not only continues to offer a hybrid 
system (total output 439bhp) but also 
introduces a world first, according to Lexus. 

This is the ‘climate concierge’ installed in the 
£99,495 long-wheelbase hybrid flagship, the LS 
600h L Premier. This system monitors the facial 
temperature of each occupant in the car and 
quickly adjusts the four-zone climate control, 
seat heaters/coolers and heated steering wheel 
to provide each with the most comfortable 
ambient temperature. Those in the back are 
also cosseted by electrically-operated reclining 
seats and adjustable footrests - one seat also has 
a power lumbar massage with remote control. 

This underlines how top-end LS sales are 
dominated by those who expect to be driven 
rather than drive themselves, but Lexus has 
responded to demand for a version offering more 
feedback to those behind the wheel. 

It’s the first-ever LS F Sport model (£74,495) 
and features the 382bhp 4.6-litre V8 petrol 
engine expected to account for most UK sales. 

It makes the most of the new sharper front 
end that exemplifies a new and sportier Lexus 
corporate look but also gains other cosmetics 
plus 19-inch F Sport alloys, Brembo brakes, a 
Torsen limited slip differential and handling 
modifications. It’s sportier inside, too, with a dark 
cabin finish, perforated leather seats and steering 
wheel trim, scuff plates, aluminium pedals and 
aluminium-effect dashboard highlights. 

But even the LS460 Luxury entry model 
exhibits a typical Lexus value-for-money spec, 
including 18-inch alloys, automatic bi-xenon 
headlamps and LED daytime running lights. 

The cabin comes with leather upholstery, 
four-zone climate control, plus air-conditioned 
and electrically-adjustable front seats. On-board 
entertainment is provided by a 19-speaker Mark 
Levinson media system with DVD-player, DAB 
tuner, Bluetooth and USB/aux ports; the quality 
of a similar system aboard a rather more 
affordable and smaller Lexus IS model prompted 
me to say it was a potential marriage-breaker, 
seducing the driver to stay in his/her car.

MiTo Romeo meets Twin Air 
Juliet for perfect partnership

BMW would have you believe the modern Min i 
is a young person’s car, but it’s not particularly 
affordable and I reckon the average customer 
age is far higher anyway. 

These older and affluent Mini fans will have 
bought one probably due to fond memories of the 
original Issigonis-designed Mini - the 1960s 
icon that endured far longer. 

With the exception of the rally-bred Cooper S 
and later 1275GT, though, most old Minis 
couldn’t pull the skin off the proverbial rice 
pudding, but they were fun to drive. 

And now Alfa Romeo has created something 
similar by marrying its MiTo supermini with 
parent group Fiat’s award-winning TwinAir - a 
tiny turbocharged twin-cylinder petrol engine 
with a big heart (0-62mph in 12.5 seconds). 

It was a union destined to happen; the MiTo 
line-up includes two diesel options, but the car’s 
pliant chassis and handling is better partnered 
with lighter petrol units and, best of all, the 
relatively featherweight 8 5bhp TwinAir - now 
the best-selling MiTo variant. 

You must keep the revs up if you really want 
to drive it hard, though, as you had to with 
another famous twin-cylinder car, Citroen’s 
legendary 2CV, as well as the original Mini. 

You’ll also want to select the most aggressive 
of three driving modes available in Alfa’s unique 
DNA system, a feature you would expect on cars 
costing far more and able to alter the steering, 
suspension and accelerator and gearshift re¬ 
sponses, with D (Dynamic) unleashing the little 
beast in the TwinAir. 

Most of the time, though, you need the crea¬ 
ture tethered in N (Normal) mode and milking 
the TwinAir’s economy - the official combined 
cycle figure is 67.3mpg - and justifying road 
tax-exempt CO 2 emissions of only 98g/km. 

The remaining A (All Weather) mode is select¬ 
ed when torrential rain, ice or snow makes driv-

ing hazardous - the car helps here with optimum 
braking, throttle and steering. 

If I’m being picky, the twin-cylinder can sound 
uncomfortably and not unnaturally like a 2CV 
under stress but settles to quiet, miserly cruising 
in top at about 2,000 revs when, theoretically, 
you could be getting more than 70mpg. 

This is a bonus on top of driving one of the 
most eye-catching small cars you can buy; the 
MiTo - a name created from pairing Italy’s fash¬ 
ion capital of Milano, with motor city Torino - 
proves Alfa’s long-standing ability to create style 
on a short wheelbase. 

A personal favourite was the Giugiaro- 
designed 60s/70s Giulietta Sprint, while the 
MiTo has naturally been hailed as the long- 
awaited heir to the great Alfasud (1976-89). 

The MiTo arrived in 2008 and a few rough 
edges were smoothed out by a major makeover 
in 2011, which also consolidated a rather 
confusing line-up. 


As a three-door with small rear windows that 
looks more like a coupe, the MiTo can feel claus¬ 
trophobic for those in the back, so maybe it’s not 
a car for young families. However, it makes a 
strong case as a distinctive and stylish altern¬ 
ative to the ubiquitous Mini and other cars tar¬ 
geting the image-conscious, like the Citroen DS3 
and the MiTo’s group sister, the Fiat 500. 

There is a lot of distinctive style woven into the 
cabin design and - answering criticisms of past 
Alfas - everything feels robust and durable. 

The MiTo range also looks great value from 
£12,500, but this solitary Progression trim ver¬ 
sion comes without DNA and alloys - a bit like 
asking a supermodel to hit the catwalk without 
poise and wearing wellies. 

So you must trade up slightly to Sprint spec 
(from £13,205) to get the generous goodies. 
These also include Blue & Me, the Fiat group’s 
Bluetooth hands-free and USB media-player in¬ 
put with steering-wheel controls.

We’ve got our eye on you 

Their presence is not always obvious but the police are keeping watch on you during the big 
match. Greg Miles spent a day with officers at Gills' top-of-the-table clash with Port Vale.

KENT is not a hot-spot for professional football 
clubs with large fan bases, but it’s busy enough 
to keep one man and his fellow colleagues on 
their toes. 

In the week, PC Geoff Greensmith is a police¬ 
man - and at weekends and the odd Tuesday 
night he’s no different, except that he combines 
his job with his favourite hobby: football. 

As Kent’s football liaison officer (FLO), he is 
tasked with making sure Gills fans, and the 
county’s droves of non-league followers and 
their visiting counterparts, are safe to enjoy 
their passion. 

It’s all too easy to dismiss their presence as a 
show of force, as behind the scenes the risk of 
trouble is never far away and often nullified 
without anyone ever knowing, as I learnt at 
the Gillingham-Port Vale match last weekend. 

“That was the liveliest home game this season 
so far because of the size of the crowd and the 
number of risk supporters in attendance,” said 
PC Greensmith. “From a policing point of view, 
an away team winning is the best result. If they 
win they go home happy.” 

There were no arrests, but five fans were re¬ 
fused entry for being drunk, while one away 
supporter was ejected from the Brian Moore 
Stand (BMS) for repeatedly trying to enter the 
empty lower tier. 

It’s all about risk prevention and reacting to 
intelligence as far as the police are concerned. 
For instance, the 716 Vale fans were housed in 
the upper tier of the BMS as this season’s records 
show they have a history of encroaching on to 
the pitch. 

It’s not just about Gillingham, as the law states 
a presence is needed at all Blue Square Premier 
games and above, meaning Ebbsfleet United and 
Dartford are on PC Greensmith’s list. 

Figures released towards the end of last year 
by the Home Office show the number of arrests 
at international and domestic matches in Eng¬ 
land and Wales last season has dropped by 24 
per cent to 2,363. That’s 726 fewer than the 
year before and works out at an average of less 
than one arrest per match. 

Such figures come about through a lot of pre¬ 
match preparation by FLOs around the country 
- as you can imagine, a visit by Galatasaray to a 
club like Manchester United needs some home-

work. But back in Kent, PC Greensmith keeps 
abreast of the situation in all manner of ways, 
through social-networking sites like Twitter (@ 
kentpolicefooty), information from coach oper¬ 
ators carrying fans to games, pubs and inform¬ 
ation reports documenting the behaviour of 


each club’s fans, kept on a nationwide database. 
Officers from other forces also often travel to help 
their counterparts identify away risk groups. 

So next time you think about casting a sour 
glance at those in high-vis jackets, remember 
they’ve got your safety in mind. 


A DAY ON THE BEAT 


WITHOUT sounding like the hardcore veteran 
type, I've been to a few football matches in my 
time and become accustomed to the presence 
of police at grounds around the country. So to 
go behind the scenes for the Gills v Vale game 
put things in a new Light for me. 

The day started as all days should, with a cup 
of tea at Gillingham police station, followed by a 
briefing for the team on duty. This went through 
everything from the behaviour of both sets of 
fans throughout the season and who the 
trouble-makers are to how to spot the 
difference between fans by shirt colour - not 
everyone on the force is a football fan. 

Spotters were deployed to vantage points 
throughout the town, while I headed off in a 
marked police car. The first port of call was to 
the town centre to check on the favoured 
drinking spots and the train station, where the 
majority of fans arrived. Gontinual checks were 
made on the coach park and down the main 
roads where opposing fans would first come into 
contact with each other. 

Gommunication became key as a high number 
of risk fans (possible trouble-makers) from both 
sides was known to be in the area, in fact the 
highest number of the season for a Gills home 
game. Note is also made of a potential problem 
of away fans visiting the home supporters' pub 
to watch TV before kick-off. 

Meanwhile, two coachloads of away 
supporters pitched up in Rochester. With their 
pre-match alcohol intake having started hours 
earlier, they were checked on and had an escort 
arranged to bring them into the town later. 

With kick-off fast approaching and the escort 
safely in, albeit after getting stuck in traffic, 
attention switched to the stadium, where the 
only trouble recorded was a minor Ruffle to 
conclude a busy day.

Forster not giving 

THE norovirus, chest infections, flu, injuries and 
poor performances have all played their part in 
what Nicky Forster is hoping won't be his 
undoing as Dover boss. 

Five straight defeats before this weekend 
had fans in some quarters at the Grabble 
Ground calling for his head. It's all in stark 
contrast to a pre-Ghristmas run that saw them 
two points off the top spot after half-a-dozen 
wins on the bounce. 

But his squad has been decimated in recent 
weeks and it's shown. The Whites have lost 
ground on Blue Square South Leaders Salisbury 
after a series of disappointing displays and 
heavy defeats, including at Farnborough, where 


they were 5-0 down at half-time before pulling 
two back in the second half. 

"I understand the frustrations - I'm as 
frustrated as anyone. It affects my life as much 
it does anyone else's," said the former 
Gillingham striker. 

"There's been a number of contributing 
factors. There have been some poor 
performances individually and collectively. We 
have been hit by a bout of illness. 

"I would ask fans to stick with us. It wasn't 
long ago we were two points off the top two 
after winning six games on the bounce." 

He said he was in regular contact with 
chairman Jim Parmenter but there was no talk 


of relieving him of his duties, while he also 
quashed fans' perceptions that he doesn't care 
about his job. 

"If the chairman wants to speak to me in that 
respect he knows where I am," he said. "I speak 
to the chairman two to three times a day, for 
lots of different things. He's frustrated Like the 
rest of us, but I think he understands the 
predicament we're in. 

"I think there's a misconception that I don't 
think about the job. It's a 24-hour job. I Live and 
breathe it because you want to get it right." 

Forster is hoping the majority of his squad will 
be back to playing fitness for Tuesday's clash at 
home to AFG Hornchurch.

Scally tackles debt and steps 
up search for new Gills home

GILLINGHAM chairman Paul Scally has re¬ 
vealed to shareholders that the club is on a safer 
financial footing now it owes nothing to banks. 

He also discussed the future of the Brian Moore 
Stand and the proposed move to a new home at 
Mill Hill, close to the club’s training ground at 
Beechings Cross. 

More than 100 shareholders attended an in¬ 
formal meeting at Priestfield before the 2-1 loss 
to Port Vale last weekend and heard how Scally 
has finished his financial restructuring of 
Gillingham PC Ltd (the company that owns the 
club) following years of debt. The club has had 
no liabilities to ha n ks since June 2011, having 
previously owed £3.6 million. 

The other good news is that the club owns the 
freehold of the stadium once again. It had been 
in the control of a separate company, Priestfield 
Developments Ltd, owned by Scally, who bought 
it in 2007 as part of the debt restructuring. 

The protracted move to a new stadium was 
also high on the agenda. This year the club failed 
in its plans to move to the Chatham Docks rede¬ 
velopment, where Scally had hoped the devel¬ 
oper of the site. Peel Holdings, would set aside 10 
acres for the club. 

He has since secured an option to develop 40 
acres at Mill Hill, just a few miles from the Gills’ 
current home. It is a joint venture with a food 
retailer, with the next step being an application 
for a feasibility study to Medway Council. 

The future of the Brian Moore Stand (BMS) is 
largely dependent on how long it may take to 
move to a new home. Plans are being drawn up 
to improve the existing stand, while architects 
are also looking at a new structure that would 
cost some £2.5m. 

The BMS was built in 2004 as a replacement 
for the old terraced Town End. However, the 
club’s temporary planning permission for the 
stand expired in May 2010. Medway Council, 
which looks after such applications, is hopeful a 
positive conclusion will be reached. 

The council told KOS Media: “Since the tempo¬ 
rary permission for the stand expired in May 
2010, the council has met with the football club. 
We have also responded to clarifications sought 
by the club and have been clear that the tempo¬ 
rary permission has lapsed and a new planning 
permission is required if the stand is to remain.’’ 


Student tickets and 
food vendor’s deal 

While talk of the new stadium, the club's 
finances and the Brian Moore Stand 
proved the highlights of the meeting, 
there were other points of interest for fans 
to note. 

■ The club revealed it was looking to 
attract more of the 6,000 students based 
around Medway to home games, with 
possible discounted tickets for those with 
NUS cards. 

■ Linley Catering, which runs the food 
and beverage stalls at Priestfield, has a 
new 10-year deal, it is working on 
employing more of its own staff rather 
than casual workers to improve relations. 

■ The club's new online ticketing system 
is working well, compared with the old 
Ticketline phone set-up. 


The council continued: “At present there is a 
breach of planning control, but they are not 
breaking the law unless, or until, the council 
serve an enforcement notice. No decision has 
been made as yet on serving such a notice as we 
are hopeful the club will respond positively.’’ 

Talk of the stand brought about the idea of 
safe standing areas at Priestfield. Nationally, a 
campaign has been under way for several years 
by the Safe Standing Campaign, backed by the 
Football Supporters Federation, for safe standing 
areas to return to English grounds, similar to 
models used in Germany. However, Scally re¬ 
jected the idea, feeling that the majority of fans 
were now used to being seated. 

With the Gills among the favourites for pro¬ 
motion from League Two, Scally was coy on sea¬ 
son ticket prices should they go up, saying they 
would be reviewed once it was known what divi¬ 
sion they would be in and that if they were pro¬ 
moted they would probably be slightly higher. 

Manager Martin Allen also made an appear¬ 
ance at the meeting and rejected talk that he 
would move away should clubs higher up the 
football league show an interest in his services.

Hawkins devastated 
at early Masters exit 

BARRY Hawkins admits he was gutted to have 
blown his chance of an upset over world number 
two Judd Trump at the Masters this week. 

Hawkins, from Ditton, lost 6-5 to Trump at 
Alexandra Palace on Tuesday in the first-round 
match. Hawkins was 2-1 ahead before Trump 
brought it back to 2-2. The 33-year-old then won 
three in a row and was one away from victory 
before missing two crucial chances to win. 
Trump returned to the table to claim victory. 

"I never got a chance in the final frame, but 
I’m devastated as I’ve just handed it to him," 
he said. “I played well, but I can't take any 
positives at the moment. My head is spinning 
and I'm a bit gutted."

All-rounders ready for 
Bangladesh T20 bash 

KENT duo Darren Stevens and Azhar Mahmood 
have begun their cricketing season a few 
months early in the Bangladesh Premier League. 

The pair were both bought at the player 
auction before Christmas to appear at the 
Twenty20 competition, which started on Friday 
night and finishes on February 19. 

Stevens will be looking to defend the title 
he won last year with the Dhaka Gladiators, 
who paid $30,000 for his services this time 
around. Mahmood fetched the higher 
price of $150,000 for the Barisal Burners. 

Kent have an option to re-sign Mahmood 
should he decide to return to England to play 
T20 cricket in the summer.

Vahid bows out after 
recurrence of injury 

PROLIFIC non-league marksman Stuart Vahid 
has been forced to retire from football because 
of a degenerative knee injury. 

Vahid has regularly found the net in the 
Ryman One South, latterly with Whitstable 
Town, who he has played for since 2009, while 
also spending a season at neighbours Ramsgate 
in between. In that time he has scored 44 goals 
in 130 games at the Belmont Ground. 

The Oystermen have also lost recently-signed 
James Brown, who has jetted off to the US for a 
two-year football scholarship with Kansas. 

However, there are no fewer than seven new 
faces to arrive as Nicky Southall prepares for a 
relegation battle.

THERE is no shortage of candidates for 
the spot between the sticks, but there’s 
one we think comes out on top - Ron 
Hillyard. 

Ronald William Hillyard was born in 
South Yorkshire and started his career 
with York City, making his debut as a 
teenager in 1969 in the midst of a 
goalkeeping crisis. 

He spent five years making 61 league 
appearances at the club and failed to 
establish himself after loans away. 
However, he got his break in the summer 
of 19 74 when Gillingham manager Len 
Ashurst lured him to Priestfield. He had 
previously failed to sign the keeper 
when Hillyard made 2 3 appearances on 
loan at his old club Hartlepool. 

Hillyard joined Gillingham as they 
started their campaign in the Third 
Division, following promotion the year 
before. He was an ever-present that 
season and for three others, 77/78, 

79/80 and 85/86. 

The Gills came close to reaching new 
heights during his 17-year stay as they 
finished in the top eight five times 
between the 1981/82 and 1986/87 
seasons. That final season they finished 
fifth, qualifying for the newly-formed 
play-offs, in which they lost to rivals 
Swindon Town in the final after 
overcoming Sunderland. 

Sadly, a back injury forced Hillyard to 
retire in 1991 when just eight matches 
short of fellow keeper John Simpson’s 
league-appearances record of 571. By 
then he had already spent a year as 
assistant manager to Damien Richardson 
before the pair were sacked in 1992. 

He has since worked as a goalkeeping 
coach at Priestfield and Ebbsfleet United.
